{ieht of all the people ; where all the behol- 
ders eyes are attentinelie bent, to looke and 
pry in the leaſt circumſtance of their ſecre- 
teſt driftes, Which ſhould make Kings the 
more carefull, not to harbour the ſecreteſt 
thought m their minde, but ſuch as in the 
owne time they (hall not be aſhamed open- 
lie to avouch : aſſuring themſelues, that 
time the mother of verity, will in the dewe 
ſeaſon bring her owne daughter toperfe- 
ction.

T 0 come then particularlie tothe mat- 
ter of my booke,there are two ſpeciall great 
points,which (as Iam informed) the ma- 
ltions ſort of men haue detracted there- 
in, and ſome of the honeſt ſort haue ſee- 
med a little to miſtake : whereof the firſt 
and greateſt ts, that ſome ſentences there- 
in ſhould ſeeme zo furniſh grountles 10 
men, to doubt of my ſinceritie in that Re- 
ligion, which I hane ener con5tant!y pro- 
feſſed : the other is , 1hat in ſome partes 
thereof, I ſhould ſeeme to nouriſh in my 
minde, a Vindictiue reſolution azain(t 
England, oF at the leaſt, ſome princip, alles 
there , for the Ducene my mothers quar- 
rell, 

The firſt calummie ( mo# grienous in- 
deede ) is grounded vpon the ſparpe and 
bitter words,that therein are wſed in the ' 


deſcription of the humours of Puritanes, 
A 3 and

and raſhe-headie preachers , that thinks 
it their honour to contend with Kings, & 
perturbe whole kingdomes. The other 
point us onely grounded wpon the ſtraite 
charee Igine my Sonne, not to heare, nor 
ſuffer any vnrenerent ſpeeches or bookes 
againſt any of his parents or progenitors : 
wherein I doe alleage my owne experience 
anent the Ducene my mother : af firming 
that Tneuer founde any, that were of per- 

fite age the time of her raigne here, ſo ſted- 

faſtly true to me in al my troubles, as theſe 
that conſtantly kept their alleageance 10 
her in her time, But if the charitable rea- 
aer will aduiſedhie conſider, both the me- 
thode and matter of my treatiſe, hee will 
eaſilie indoe, what wrong I haze ſuſtained 
by the carping at both, For my booke , 
ſuppoſe very ſmall, being deuyded in three 
ſenerall parts , the firſt part thereof onely

euer to continue in the ſame, as the onel

ledge me to be contrarie to my ſclfe, which 
in ſo ſmall a volume, would ſmell of too 
great weakneſſe, and ſliprineſſe of nemo- 
rie._And the ſecondpart of my booke,tea- 
ches my ſonne howe to vſe hs of fice, in the 
adminiſtration of inſtice, and politike g0- 
uernement : the third onely contayning 4 
Kings outward behauionr in indifferent 
things,what aggreeance and conformitie 
he ought to keepe betwixt his outward be- 
hauiour in theſe things,and the vertuons 


qualities of his minde:& how they ſhould 


ſerne for trunſhe-men , to interprete the 


inwarde diſpoſition of the minae, to the 
eyes of them that cannot ſee farther with- 
in him, and therefore mmſt onely indge of 
him by the outward appearance. So as if 
there were no more tobe looked into, but 
the very methode and order of the booke,it =

T ſpeake of Puritanes , diuers of them, as 
Browne, Penrie, and others, hauing at

the owne time be manifeited) and partly, 
indeede, 1 giue this ſtile to ſuch brainſick 
and headie preachers their diſciples and 


followers, as refuſing to be called of that 
ſect, yet participates too much with their 


humonrs,in maintaining the abone men- 
tioned erronurs, not onely agreeing with 
the generall rule of all Anabaptiſts,in the 
contempt of the cinill Magiſtrate, and in 
leaning to their owne dreames and reuela- 
tions ; but particularly with this ſet?, in 


accountins all men prophane that ſweares 
not to all their fantaſies ; in making for e- 
werie particular queition of the policie 
the Church,as great commotion, 4s if t

wot worthy to enioy the benefite of brea- 
thinz, much leſſe to participate with them 
of the Sacraments : and before that any of 
their grounds be impugned,let King, peo- 
ple,law and all be tred under foote. Such 
holie warres are to be preferred toan Vn- 


godlie peace : no, in ſuch caſes, Chriſtian 
princes are n0t only to be reſiſted unto, but 


motto beprayed for. For prayer muſt come 
of Faith, and it  renealed to their con- 


der, if Iwrong this ſort of people, in ging 
them the Il of that ſett, whoſe errours 


they imitate : and ſince they are conten- 
ted to weave their linerie, let them not bee 
aſhamed to boyrowe alſo their name. It us 
onely of this kind of men, that in this book 
Twrite ſo ſharplie , and whome I wiſhe my 
Sornne to pmniſhe, in-caſe they refuſe to 0- 
bey the lawe, and will not 5 to ſlur-vp 
a rebellion. Whome againſt 1 hane written 
the more bitterlie, in reſpect of diners fa- 
mos libels, & ininriousſpeaches ſpred by 
ſome of them, not onely a;ſhonourably in- 
wectine againſt all Chriſtian princes, but 
eruenreprochefull to our profeſsion and re- 


ligh

kigion, in reſpett they are come out vnder 
coullour thereof : and yet were nener an- 
ſwered but by Papiſts, who generally med- 
ale aſwell againſt them, as the religion it 
ſelfe ; whereby the skandale was rather 
doubled, then taken away. But on the 0- 
ther part, I proteit upon mine honour , 1 
meane it not generally of all Preachers, or 
others, that likes better of the ſingle forme 
of policiein our Church, then of the many 
reremonies in the Church of Englana;that 
are perſwaded, that their Biſhops ſmels of 
4 Papall ſupremacie,that the Surpliſe, the 
cornerd cap , and ſuch like, are the out- 
ward badges of Popiſh exrors. No, 1 am 

ſo farre from being contentions in theſe 
. things, (which for my owne part I ener 
efteemed as indifferent) as 1 ave equally 
loue and honour the learned and graue 
mcn of either of theſe opinions. 1t can 
20 waies become me to pronounce fo light. 
ly a ſentence, in ſo olde a controuerſie. We 
all (God bee praiſed) doe agree in the 
grounds, and the bitterneſſe of men por 
ſuch queitions, doth but trouble the peace 
of the Church , and ro aduantage and 


entry te the Papiits by our diniſion.. But

towards them, 1 onely wſe this prouiſion, 
that where the Law #.otherwayes, they 
may content themſclues ſoberly and quiet- 
ly with their owne opinions, not reſifting 
to the aithoritie, nor breaking the law of 
the countrie , neither aboue all,ſturring 4- 
ny rebellion or ſchiſme:but poſſeſsing their 

ſoutes in peace , let them preaſſe by pati- 
ence,and well erounded reaſons, either to 
perſwade all the reſt to like of their indge- 
ments ; or where they ſee better grounds 
on the other part, not to be aſhamed peace- 
ablie to incline thereunto, laying aſide.all 
preoccupied opinions. \ 

And that thisis the onely meaning of 
wy booke, and not any coldneſſe or crack 
in Religion, that place doth plainlie wit- 
neſſe , where , after T haue ſpoken of the 


faults in our Eccleſraſticall eſtate,I exhort 


my ſonne to bee beneficiall unto the 200d 
men of the Miniſtric . praiſing God there, 
that there is preſently a ſufficient number 
of good men of them in-this kingdome : 
and yet are they all knowne to be againſt 
the forme of the Engliſh Church. Tea, ſo 


farre Tam in that place from admitting 
corruption in Religion, as 1 wiſh him in

may preſerne thetr eſtate from'reeping to

niſtrie i in generall. And to conclude this 
point of Religion , what indifferencie of 
Relizion can Momus call that in me, 
where, ſpeaking of my ſounes mariage (in 
caſe it pleaſed God before that time to cut 
the threed of my lif, ife)1 plainlie forewarne 
bim of the inconueniences that were like to

this their great concurrence in curioſitie, 
(though proceeding from farre different

to require; althouzh I would wiſh then 
modeſtly to remember, that God hath not 
beſtowed all his gifts vpon one, but parted 
them by a Tuſtice diſtributine , and that 
many eyes (ees more then one; and that 
the varietie of mens minds inſuch, that 
tot capita tot ſenſus ; yea and that ener 
the very faces, that God hath by nature 
brought foorth in the world, doe enery one 
in ſome of their particular lineaments,dif- 

fer from any other : yet in truth it was not 

my intention in handling of this purpoſe 

(4s it ts eaſie to perceiue ) fully to ſet downe 
hereall ſuch grounds, as might ont of the 
beſt writers hane been alledged,and out of 
my owne invention and experience ad- 
ded, for the perfite inſtitution of a King :

precepts to my Sonne in ſpeciall : whereof” 
he could hane made but agenerall wſe, if 
they had not contained the particular diſ- 
eaſes of this kinzdome with the beſt reme- 
dies for the ſame, which it became me beſt 
gs 4 King, hanine learned both the theo- 
ricke and pratticke thereof,more plainely 
to expreſſe, then any ſimple ſchoole-man, 
that onely knowes matters of Kingdomes 
by contemplation. 

But if in ſome places it ſeeme too obſcure, 
empute it to the ſhortneſſe thereof, beinx 
both for the reſpect of my ſelfe, and of my 
Sonne, conſtrained thereunto : my owne 
reſpect, for fault of leaſure,being ſo conti- 
zually occupied in the affaires of my office, 
as my great burthen,axd reſt-leſſe faſherie

upon the CO thereof.S0 4s 
it was neither fit for him, nor poſsible 
for mee , to hane made this treatiſe any 
more ample then it is. Indeede I amlit- 
tle beholden to the curioſitie of ſome, who 
thinking it too large already (as appeares ) 
for lacke of leaſure to copie it, drew ſome 
notes out of it, for ſpeeas ſake ; putting in 
the one halfe of the purpoſe, and leauing 
out the other : not vnlike the man that 
alleadged that part of the Pſalme, non 
eſt Deus ; but left out the preceding 
words, Dixit infipiens in corde ſuo. 
And of theſe notes, making a little pam- 
phlet (lacking both my methode and halfe 
of my matter ) entituled it, forſooth, the 
Kings Teſtament : 4s if 1 had erhed 4 
third Teſtament of my owne-, to the two 
that are in the hohie Scriptures. It is true 
that in aplace thereof, for affirmation of

I cannot omit _heere the hunting, 0 hating. 


namelye with running houndes ; 
which is the moſt honourable and 
nobleſt ſorte thereof : for it 1s a thee- 
uiſh forme of hunting to ſhoote 
with gunnes and, bowes ; and grey- 
hound hunting is not ſo martiall a 
oame 
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game. But becauſe I would not bee 
thoght a partiall praiſer of this ſport, 
I remit you to Xexophon, an olde and 
famous writer,who had no minde of 
Aattering you or me in this purpoſe: | 
& who alſo ſetteth downe a faire pa- 
tern,for the educatis of a yong king, 
.. Vnderthe ſuppoſed name of Cyrus. 

As for hawking I condemne it 
not, butT muſt praiſe it more ſpa- 

- ringly ; becauſc it neyther reſem- 
bleththe warres ſo neare as hunting 
dooth,in making a man hardy, and 
Skilfully ridden in all groundes; and 
is more vncertaine and ſubj<& to 
miſchances : and ( which is worſt of 
all ) is there-through an extreame 
ſtirrer vp of paſhons. But in viing ei- 

_ therof theſe games obſcrue that mo- 
deration,thatyee flip not there-with 
the houres appointed for your af. 
faires , which yee ought. cuer pra- 
ciſely to keepe : remembring that 
theſe games are but ordayned for 
you,in enabling you for your office, 
for the which ye are ordayned. 

And as for fitting hoale paſtimes, 
Whete- 
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where-with men by driuing time, o/veuy 
ſpurre a free and taſt ynough nx pkg 
ning horſe. ( as theprouetbe is) al- 
though they are not profitable for 

the exerciſe eyther of minde or bo- 47.8.z0t. 
dy, yetcanlI not vtterly condemne 
them ; ſince they way at times ſup- 

ply the roome, which being empty, 

would be pater to pernitious idlenes 
quianihil poteſt eſſe vacuum. T will not 
therefore agree with the curiofity of 

ſome learned men in ourage, in for-  , 
bidding cartes, dice, and other ſuch jy, 
like games of hazard zalthough other 

waies {urely I reucrence them as no- 

table & godly men. For they are des» 
ceiued therein, in founding their ar» 
gument vpon a miſtaken grounde ; 

which is, that the playing ar ſuch 
games.is a kinde of caſting of lot,and 
therfore vn-lawfull; wherin they de- 

cciue themſclues. For the caſting of 

lot was vied for triall of the tructh in 
any obſcure thing , that other wayes 
could notbegotten cleared;and ther- 
fore was a ſorte of propheſie : where 


by the contrary, no man goeth to a- 
nie 
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nie-of theſe plays to cleare-any ob» 
ſcure trueth,, but one)y to;gage fo 
much of his owne money,..as hee 
pleaſcth, vpon the hazarde of the 
running of the cartes or dice, alwell 
as he would doe vpon the ſpeede of 
2 Horſe ora Dogge,or any ſuch like 
gaigeour. And lo, it they be vnlaw- | 
tul},all gaigeours ypon vncertainties * 
muſtlikewayes be condemned. Not *' 
that thereby. I take the defence of * 
yaine carters and dicers , that waſte 4 
their money,and their time (wherof 
tewe conſider the preciouſneſle) vp- 
on prodigall and continuall playing: 
no, I would rather allowe it to bee 
diſcharged, where ſuch corruption 
cannot beeeſchewed . But onely I 
canot condemiae you at ſometimes, 
when yeec haueno other thing a-doe 
(as a good King will be ſeldome) 8& 
are wearie of reading, or euill 'diſpo- 
{cd in your perſon, and when it is 
foule and ſtormie weather; then, I 
ſay, may ye lawtully play at the carts 
or tables. For as to dycing,lI thinke it 
becommeth beſt deboſhed ſouldicrs 

to 
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to play atonthehead bf theirdrums, 

being onely ruled by hazarde,”ahd 

ſubje&tro knauiſh'cogging . And as 

forthe Cheſle, I thinke it ouer fond, 

becaufe-it is ouerwiſe and Philofo- 
hicke a follie..' For where all ſuch 

fiohr playes,are ordained to free mes 

hcads'for a time}, from the faſhions 

2 thoughts on their affaires ; it by the 

Z contrary filleth andtroubleth mens 

7 heads with'as many faſhious toyes 

$ of the playe, as before it was filled 

with thoughts on his affaires; - 

But in your playing I would have 
you tokeepethree rules : firſt or yee 35 
play, conſider yee doe it onely for * whe 
your recreation, and reſolue*to ha- 
zard thelofle of all that ye play; and 
next,tor that cauſe play no more the 
yecare to caſt among Pages; &laſt, 
play alwayes faire play preciſely,thar 
ec come not in vie of tricking and 

ying in ſeſt : otherwiſe, if ye cannot 
keepe theſe rules, my connſell isthar 
yealluterly abſtainefro theſe playes, 
For neither a mad paſſion for'loſle, 
nor falſhood vicd for deſire of gaine, 
can 
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cagbecalled aplay.' 
Now.itis notonely lawfull,butne- 
ceſſary,that yee haue company meet 
for egery thing yeetake on hand, aſ- 
well inyour games & exetciles, as in 
your graue and earneſt affaires . But 
learneto diſtinguiſh.time according 
to th'occafion; chofing your compas- | 
nie accordingly: Conterre not with 
hunters at your counlell, nor in your | 
counſe!laftaires ;nor diſpatch not af- 
fairesat hunting orather games. And 
haue the like reſpeto the ſeaſons of 
yourage; viing your ſortes of recre- | 
ation and companie therfore, agree- | 
ing there-vtto.. For it becommeth *' 
beſt , as-kindlieft , euery age to ſmell | 
of thejr owne qualitie, infolenceand | 
vn-lawfull things being alwayes el- 
chewed : and not that a colte ſhould 
drawethe plough, and an old horſe 
run away with the harrows.Buttake 
heede ſpecially, that your company | 
forrecteation , be choſen of honeſt | 
perſons ; not defamed or vicious, | 
mixing filthy talke with merrineſle,

the ruſe that Nero made of himſelle _ 
when he dyed, was 2walis artifex pe- 5 ue. in 
reo? meaning of his skill in menſtral. Nee © 
fic,and playing of Tragcedics: as in- 
deede his whole life and death , was 
all but one Tragcedie. 
Delight not alſo to bee in your 
owne perſon a player ypon inſtru- 
ments, eſpecially on ſuche as com- 
monly men winne theirliuing with: 
nor yet to be fine of any mechanick 
crafts

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craft : Leur eſprit 7 fait ans bout-des' 
doiets,faith Du Bartas :whole woiks,” 
as they are almoſt worthy to þee' 
red by any Prince, or other g50d' 
Chriſtian, ſo would I eſpecially with 
youtobe well verfed in them. But 
ſpare nor ſome-times by merry cont- 
panie , ro bee free from importu- 
nitie : for yee ſhould be cuer mo6o- 
ued with reaſon, which is the'onely 
quality whereby men difter from 
beaſtes ; and not with imporruniry, 
For the which cauſe(as alſo for aug- 
menting your Mijeſtic)yecſhallnot 
be ſo facile of ac:eſſe-gining at all 
times,as I have beye : and yct not al- 
together retired orlocked vp, likethe 
- Kings of Perſia: appointing allo cer- 
taine houres for publicke audience. 
And fince my tuft is, that GOD

ſon, as of your courte, in allindiffe-
